-Those who boast that they 
believe nothing, are frequently 
the first to believe anything. 
The human mind is pendulous, 
and swings back and-~ forth, 
from utter faithfulness to blind 
credulity. Thus the man who 
believes nothing that he cannot 
understand, believes in a crea- 
tion without a creator, in laws 
without a law-giver, and in 
scientific theories which are so 
absurd that the men who invent 
them speedily throw them over- 
board, but not until they have 
been formerly adopted by men 
who know nothing of the fact 
in the case, but simply believe 
anything that will encourage 
them in unbelief, and doubt ev- 
erything that would lead them 
to a true faith. 


Unbelief is exceedingly illogi- 
cal. The man whose faith is 
limited by his vision, never 
would invent, never would dis- 
cover anything. He lives in his 
own narrow world. What he 
can see and feel, is his, but his 
mind has no_ reach beyond.

We Are Not Laying A Founda- 
tion Now, but Building On 
One That Has Already 
Been Laid.~

“But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou ought- 
est to behave thyself in the 
house of God, which is the 
church of the living God, the 
pillar and ground of the truth.” 
1 Tim, 3:15 

We notice that Paul says, 
“the house of God.” If I should 
build a house, I would want to 
start it on the pillar and dig 
deep in the ground. We are not 
laying a foundation now, but 
are just building on the one that 
has already been laid. The Holy 
Ghost laid the foundation of 
this house and since He has 
come back He still knew where 
it was, and has directed a few 
of His servants to the place 
where it was, and they have 
taken the Bible ( the instru- 
ment) and hammered and 
sounded this foundation and 
found it to be solid. 


We have probably had stones 
in the building that have crum- 
bled, but the stones should be 
tested well before being put into 
this building. 

We are informed that before 
the railroad companies buy car 
wheels to put on the road, they 
test them out by pounding down 
upon them with a large ham- 
mer, and I believe eight times 
was the least, to see if they were 
likely to burst, and the manufac- 
turer said he would always feel 
uneasy till about the seventh 
stroke, for he knew if the wheel 
bursted, he had lost the sale. 

The railroad companies have 
lives in their hands and if the 
wheels burst somebody is gen- 
erally killed. And so is it nec- 
essary that these stones be 
pounded well before they are 
put in this building. 

There is no danger of the 
foundation falling but Paul said 
take heed how we build thereon. 
for if we huild with the wrong 
kind of material it will c:umble 
and fall off the foundation, also 
if we are not careful we will get 
some one in the house that 
won’t behave themselves, as 
Paul instructed Timothy. Some 
say they can live just as good a 
life out of the house (church) 
as they can in it, but to look 
from a natural standpoint we 
can do very well when, the 
weather is pretty but there 
comes days when the weather is 
too bad to be out, the snow be- 
gins to fall; the ground begins 
to freeze and in my estimation, 
a little lamb would be better off 
in the fold (the house of God). 

Well some say, “We don't be- 
lieve in government but we be- 
lieve in a church.” 

We take the temple at Jeru- 
salem as a type of the church, 
there was a wall around ithe 
temple for protection.” 

There were watchmen on the 
wall to investigate a man be- 
fore he entered the city, if he 
were all right the gate was 
opened, the man came in then 
the gate was closed again. 
Some times it happens that one 
gets in and causes trouble, 
therefore we ought to make a 


close examination before letting 


them in. The wall was the pro- 
tection; the watchman said who 
should come in and out. 

There was a certain man that 
said to a member of the Church 
of God: “We want you to stop 
trash and 
sending them over to us,” he 
said, “‘they all land over here 
on us.” The member gave him 
an answer like this: “If you 


don’t, want sorry stock in your 
pasture, put a fence around it 


and shut the gate.” The watch- 


David said: 


man on the wall received his 
authority from the king, and 
God’s ministers get their author- 
ity from the King of heaven. 


So we see that they had gov- 


ernment, (the wall and gates) 


and we are bound to say with 
Jacob this is none other than 
the house of God (which is the 


Church of the living God). 


“J had rather be a 
door-keeper in the house of my 
God than to dwell in the tents 


also said, it was the gate of 
heaven and I am sure that God 
wants us to go through the 
gate. 

When we get into the house 
of God, we are walled in from 
the world, we notice after Jacob 
got in this house, he saw a 
vision clear into heaven. 


It was revealed to Jacob just 
what this house meant. ' THE 
GATE OF HEAVEN, and he had 
‘| another vision, it was to give 
God the tenth of all He gave 
him, this is a vision that many 
do not get. This subject some- 
times causes people to look up 
at the top of the house or out 
at the window while the preach- 
er is preaching on it. 


Yes, it makes them wish they 
hadn’t come that day. When 
you see their color there is a 
chance of crumbling. 


The Church of God is the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth, it is 
composed of clean people (or 
should be) so it is the church 
that holds up the whole Bible. 
But sometimes when truth is 
laid on these stones (members) 
they kick out, they are the 
crumbling kind and are in the 
way in the building. 


I think we make a mistake by 
not testing the stones out he- 
fore we take them in the build- 
ing. Some might think I am 
too hard on this but we have to 
be hard stones if we don’t crum- 
ble when the truth is laid on us, 

Some might think that if they 
should come into the church we 
would offend them about tithes, 
but I want to say to you, if they 
are going to get offended about 
something like that they would 
be better off out of the church. 

This is getting down on the 
foundation and the pillar and 
ground too so if we make known 
to them what the church stands 
for they wilf know what they 
are doing and will not be dissat- 
isfied afterwards. 

Remember Paul said the 
church was the pillar and 
ground of the truth, and the 
stones that won’t hold it up are 
the crumbling kind, and soon 
or later they will give away, and 
it shakes the whole building. 

Ezekiel gives us a thought on 
this when the wall was built and 
it daubed with untempered mor- 
ter. 

If you were having a house 
built of stones you would not 
want a stone put in the house 
that wauld give trouble, and we 
all know that God doesn’t want 
this, because this house is the 
greatest house that has ever 
been under construction. 

I think we preachers are to 
blame for a great deal of this, 
some can’t wait till a revival is 
over to take them into the 
church. If they won’t keep that 
long, they will not do in the 
church. Paul said, if any man 
defile the temple of God, him 
shall God destroy. God forbid 
that we defile this temple.

Since reading. the essay of 
Carl M. Padgett, under the cap- 
tion, “Train up a child in the 
way he should go; and when he 
is old he will not depart from 
it.” I have felt that I should 
commend and endorse his words 
with a few timely warnings 
and exhortations in regard to 
same. It is sad, but true, the 
majority of Christian parents 
are blind and ignorant as to the 
ways and means of training 
souls for time and _ eternity. 
They are careful for many 
things and negligent of the good 
part that shall not be taken 
away. 
John Gray, made a vital 
statement when he said, “The 
hand that rocks the cradle rules 
the world,” and I wonder who 
can refute it, as we hear Paul 
commending Timothy for the 
faith of his mother and grand- 
mother, Lois, and exhorting him 
to continue in the holy Scrip- 
tures hehad known from a 
child, A child is what we allow 
it to be and what we make it. 
We can let them grow up un- 
trained and they will naturally 
grow wild or we can train them 
in the way they should go, with 
a strict adherence to Prov. 
29:15, “Rod and reproof giveth 
wisdom.” Fear of God, Job 
28:28, which will make them 
obedient to parents, to God and 
the laws of our country. 
Parents should watch and 
pray lest they enter into temp- 
tation, to provoke their children 
to wrath. Many will tease, pet 
and humor the pettish disposi- 
tions of their little ones, even to 
laughing and rehearsing their 
impudent ways before them, in- 
stead of being firm and teach- 
ing them to do and say the right 
thing. We need to remember 
“Tf the blind lead the blind, both 
will fall in the ditch.” Paul, 
speaking to the church, on one 
oceasion said, “Be ye children 
in malice but be ye men in un- 
derstanding,” but it seems many 
parents choose to be foolish and 
childish with their children in- 
stead of being a true guardian 
to watch over their moral and 
Christian virtues. 
Prov. 22:1, “A good name is 
rather to be chosen than great 
riches,” and the child that is left 
to himself bringeth his mother 
to shame, and every wise wo- 
man buildeth her house: but the 
foolish plucketh it down with 


her hands. 
It seems from the foregoing 
thoughts that the Scripture 


proves the statement, “The 
hand that rocks the cradle rules 
the world.” 
Lord, how much longer will 
thy loving kindness and mercy 
be endured toward parents
